YEAR OLD, DROWNED 


IN MISSISSIPPI RIVER 


HIS BROTHER, TOIVO. AGED 13. 
MANAGES TO CLING TO THE 
ICE 


WAS UNCONSCIOUS WHEN 
RES­ 
CUED BY JAMES SPENCER 
AND OTHERS 
The old year took its last toll of 
life in this community on 8unday af­ 
ternoon, when W ilbert Bikkie, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Andrew Bikkie. of RIS 
South 12th street, was drowned in the 
icy w aters of the 
Mississippi 
river 
north of the railway bridge aboht 3:30 
o'clock and bis brother, Totvo, nar­ 
rowly escaped a sim ilar death when 
thin ice upon which they were walk­ 
ing gave way. 
These boys with a num ber of oth­ 
ers had gone to the m unicipal skating 
rink on South Tenth street early 10 
the afternoon, hut were told that the 
ice would not he fit for use until late 
in the day. 
Most of the boys stayed 
around the w arm ing house, but Toivo 
and Wilbert Bikkie, with Ferdinand 
Frederickson decided to m ake a hike 
up the river to hunt up a location for 
a sum m er camp which the boys had 
planned for next season. 
On the return trip the boys were 
walking too near the center 
of 
the 
stream , where the river was cpen, due 
to the swift current, and the thin ice 
gave way, precipitating the Bikkie lads 
into the cold waters, W ilbert going 
down immediately, but Toivo holding 
himself partly out of the w ater with 
his elbows on the ice. 
Young Frederickson ran to the Eerie 
Gilmore home on the west b u n k e r the 
river for assistance. 
Mrs. Gilmore 
was alone In the house, but went to 
her neighbors, Jam es Spencer’s, where 
she found her husband 
and 
several 
other men. 
A ladder was laid out on the thin 
ice and Mr. Spencer craw led out on 
it 
a n d . rescued 
Toivo. 
Spencer’s 
weight settled the ice around him to 
the extent that he was lying In several 
inches of water before he got the boy 
out and was pulled back to safety.

Spencer 
were 
Perle 
Gilmore. 
Joel 
Borders, 
Henry Anderson, William Brick and 
Demus Forcier. 
Toivo was unconscious when res­ 
cued and taken to the Gilmore home. 
it requiring a g reat deal of work on 
the part of Dr. J. A. Thabes, who was 
summoned, to bring him back to life. 
He was removed to St. Joseph s hos­ 
pital where he quickly rallied and was 
able to go home on Monday night. 
A searching party worked until dark 
Sunday and resumed their hunt at day­ 
light Monday m orning in an effort to 
located the body of Wilbert. 
The Ice 
was dynamited in a num ber of places, 
men with grappling hooks working 
from a row boat in the open water. 
No trace of the missing lad was found 
and the search is being- continued to ­ 
day. 
Mayor Frank E. Little has organ­ 
ized the men, putting in charge of the 
party old experienced riverm en who 
from their knowledge of the stream 
will find the body if there Is any pos­ 
sibility of its being located. T he cold­ 
er weather with thicker ice makes the 
search m ore difficult. The river at this 
point is about 15 feet deep. 
The family of the drowned boy are 
grief stricken. 
Mr. Bikkie has been 
constantly at the scene of the accident 
and works frantically himself In the 
hope that he may locate the body of his 
son. 
Wilbert, the drowned 
boy, 
would 
have been seven years old this month. 
His brother, Toivo, was 13. There are 
three other children in the family, Miss 
Mary, who was employed for several 
years as bookkeeper at FitzsimmonB 
& W agner’s and is now working in 
Minneapolis; Miss Sophie, 
who 
has 
been clerking at the Bredenberg Gro­ 
cery; and Elmer, an employe at the 
N. P. shops.
